CURRENT SITUATION: 
 

Nationally, initial attack activity was light with 53 new fires reported.  Three new large fires were 
reported, two in the Southwest and one in the Southern Area.  One large fire was contained in the 
Southwest Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona and Texas.  
 
 

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES: 
 

NUKE, Arizona State.  This fire is ten miles southwest of Tonopah, AZ in grass and chaparral.  
Running fire behavior was reported.
